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Blizzard Rakes Central U.S.; 6 Persons Die

Blizzards spread <a foot deep 
topping of snow from the Rock­ 
ies to the Great Lakes and thou­ 
sands of motorists who expected 
to get home Sunday night gave 
up and sought whatever shelter 
was available. 
Highway traffic was halted in 
many states with Iowa and Ne­ 
braska hit hardest. Hoads were 
also closed in Kansas, Missouri, 
Utah and Wisconsin, where 17 
inches of snow was on the 
ground. 
Motels 
were 
jammed and 
makeshift shelters sprang up in 


diners and service stations. 
A number of airports closed 
or cut back operation. 
Six deaths were attributed to 
the storm, which rode winds up 
to 50 m.p.h. along a chilly arc 
that stretched from New Mexico 
to northwestern 
Illinois 
and. 
Minnesota. 
Police blamed fierce winds 
and 
low visibility can sod by 
driving snow for the crash of a 
light plane near Eureka Utah. 
that killed a Minnesota couple. 
A New Mexico woman was 
killed when her car slid oil 
snow-packed U.S. G4 and into 


the Rio Grande north of Santa 
Fe, and in Kansas the body of a 
motorist wats found IOO yards 
from where his car had stalled 
in deep snow. He apparently 
was a heart attack victim, po­ 
lice said. 
In Nebraska, 
a 
47-year-old 
Omaha man died Sunday night 
after 
apparently suffering 
a 
heart attack 
while shoveling 
snow. A truck converted to a 
snow plow became stuck near 
M ill rd and one of two men in- 
side died of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 
The blizzard described bv vet­ 


erans as perhaps the most se 
vere in the Lincoln and Omaha 
auca in a quarter of a century 
ground travel, business and in 
dustry to a halt. The homecom* 
ing welcome for the University 
of 
Nebraska’s 
Orange 
Bowl 
champions, stranded in Miami, 
was postponed for at least a 
day. 
Lincoln got 13 inches of snow 
and Omaha IO. State police re­ 
ported that more than I,COO mo­ 
torists were stranded by the 
storm in a 25 to 30 mile stretch 
of Interstate 80 near Omaha. 
Most of the travelers found 


refuge iii truck stops and state 
police asked farm ers to keep 
their lights burning through the 
night so their homes would be 
visible to stalled motorists. 
Southeastern 
Nebraska 
and 
western Iowa were paralyzed as 
blowing snow reduced visibility 
to zero. 
Airports were shut 
down in Des Moines and Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, Omah and Lim 
coin. 
Nine inches of snow plied up 
on the ground in Trenton, Mo., 
and 8 inches in many surround­ 
ing communities. Totals 
of

inches were measured in Mo­ 


line, IU., and Chicago. 
Midway Airport in Chicago 
closed, 
O’Hare 
International 
sent inbound flights elsewhere 
for a time and Mitchell Field in 
Milwaukee cut back on opera­ 
tions, stranding 45 members of 
the road cast of the show “ 1776” 
who 
were 
headed 
for 
Des 
Moines. 
Schools throughout the Mid­ 
west. set to reopen after Christ­ 
mas vacation, caUed delays as 
snow snarled transportation sys­ 
tem. 
Travel warnings were lasted 
from Texas to Michigan, where 
flurries froze to highways coat­ 


ing them wita a treacherous 
glaze. 
Seven to eight inches of snow 
accumulated in the Oklahoma 
Panhandle. Ram fell from the 
southern edge of the blizzard 
belt to the Gulf of Mexico. 
At the edge of the snowline, a 
windstorm 
overturned 
three 
trailer homes and 
a tornado 
damaged 
houses 
in 
Arkadel­ 
phia. High winds and large hail 
walloped other areas. 
Snow stranded in Concordia, 
Kan., a high school band elk 
route home from the Orange 
Bowl. 
The band leit Miami in shirt­ 


sleeves after marching in the 
Orange 
Bowl 
Parade. 
After 
their chartered plane was di­ 
verted from Kansas City Air­ 
port to St. Louis they tried to 
make it home to Phillipsburg, 
Kan. in three buses. 
But 
the 
vehicles 
became 
snowbound and the musicians 
had to ride out the storm in Con­ 
cordia. 
Snow was so deep ti Wiscon­ 
sin it forced authorities to call 
off a snowmobile race, although 
5.000 fans made the trip to the 
Milwaukee suburb of Menomi­ 
nee to watch the contest. 


Mine Blast 


Is Blamed 


On Dynamite 


HYDEN, Ky. (AP) - A dyna­ 
mite blast spread by coal dust 
has been blamed by inspectors 
for the mine disaster which took 
38 lives last Wednesday. 
Federal and state inspectors 
issued a brief sta'ement to this 
effect Sunday, 
The explosion was triggered 
by a blasting operation inside 
the Finley Coal Co. mine, they 
said following a two-day investi- 
gat-on. 
“The explosion had to have 
fuel to burn,” said H. N. Kirk­ 
patrick, state mines and miner­ 
als commissioner. 
The statement refrained from 
assessing any blame or going 
bito details. 
A federal hearing will begin 
Wednesday in the Perry County 
Courthouse, a few miles from 
where tragedy struck under a 
700-foot mountain on Hurricane 
Creek. 
Tho hearing ta required under 
the 1969 federal 
Mine Safety 
Act. Jam es Westfield, an offi­ 
cial with the U.S. Bureau of 
Mines, will preside. 
Kirkpa'rick said underground 
searches and testing are contin­ 
uing. He said coal dust samples 
will be taken and Westfield add­ 
ed that tests for methane gas 
w’ill be made. 
The inspectors also plan to in­ 
terview a number of miners. 
“ We’re going to have to prove 
everything 
we 
finally 
say,” 
Kirkpatrick said. 
“ The 
mine 
will be closed until we are done 
. . . until the report is released.” 


1st Skyjack 


Of New Year 


Made Sunday 


MIAMI (AP) — One of two 
Negro men who hijacked a na­ 
tional Airlines jet to Cuba Sun­ 
day looked out at Havana and 
cried, “ I’m free! I’m free! Aft­ 
er 400 years, I’m free!” 
The men, their wives and four 
children were among 85 people 
on the DC8 that was preparing 
to laud at Tampa on a flight 
from Los Angeles to Miami 
when one of the hijackers forced 
his way into the cockpit with a 
pistol aimed at the head of a 
stewardess. 
The 
stewardess, 
Dorothy 
Amato, was only on her third 
flight wdien the hijacker pulled a 
gun 
from 
under 
a 
blanket, 
grabbed her by the arm and 
shoved her up the aisle where 
he took the cockpit key from an­ 
other stewardess, 
The hijacker in the cockpit, 
identified as “ M. Jones” on the 
passenger list, was clean-shav­ 
en, 
conservatively 
dressed, 
about 25 to 30 years old and ap­ 
peared nervous, said National 
Capt. Carl Weiss. 
Weiss, a veteran of 14 years 
with the airlines, said the man 
announced “ We’re going to Ha­ 
vana.” 
After the plane landed, the hi­ 
jacker said, “This better be Ha­ 
vana. I have a lot of friends who 
are not going to like it if it’s 
not,” Weiss reported. 
The second hijacker, about 
the same age as the first, did 
not make his presence known 
until the plane landed, when be 
leaped up waving a gun and told 
the two women, “Come on, let’s 
go,” the crew said.

President Gives 
TV Interview 
Live Tonight

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon, who will hold an 
hour-long TV-radio conversation 
with four broadcast journalists 
tonight, says he would be will­ 
ing to have a similar session 
with representatives of tile writ­ 
ing press. 
Chatting informally with four 
reporters on New Year’s Eve, 
Nixon said Ubc television ret* 
works already have indicated 
they would provide broadcast 
time for such a presidential 
question-and-answer meeting. 
Nixon, however, said difficul­ 
ty in agreeing on which four 
writers would represent news 
agencies newspapers and news 
magazines might prove to be an 
insurmountable obstacle. 
Tonight’s broadcast will origi­ 
nate live from the basement- 
floor library of the White House 
at 9 EST. 


Agnew Explains 


Speech Policy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew says 
the controversial contents of 
speeches is calculated to “ get 
the attention of my audience”. 
In a taped interview with col­ 
umnist William F. Buckley Jr., 
broadcast by WTOP-TV Sunday 
night, Agnew said: 
“I think my speeches bear 
scrutiny as entities and would 
not turn off my allies. 
“ But, taken out of context, 
sectionalized, utilized in ways 
that were never intended . . . 
they do have that effect. It’s a 
risk I must take.” 


The idea for the program orig­ 
inated with the White House, 
reportedly with the aim of show­ 
ing Nixon in a warm and inti­ 
mate setting. A White House 
aide was quoted as saying* 
“ So many people say they 
want to know what the Presi­ 
dent is really like, we thought 
his was a good way to show 
them.”

the 
broadcasters will ask general­ 
ized question instead of making 
inquines keyed closely to cur­ 
rent news developments. 
But press secretary Ronald L. 
.egler said no restricions have 
been placed on types of ques­ 
tions that may be asked or on 
subjects to be explored.

issues before the country and 
the presidency.”

SACRAMENTO, Calif.

launched his second term today 
by

California 
lead the nation in reforming 
welfare 
to 
weed out 
“those 
whose greed is greater than 
their need.” 
“There is no greater chal­ 
lenge facing the state or na­ 
tion,” the Republican chief ex­ 
ecutive said in his second inau­ 
gural address. 
“ lf ro l us, who? If not now, 
when?” asked Reagan, who has 
been one of the most persistent 
and vocal critics of President 
Nixon’s family assistance wel­ 
fare reform plan. 
Reagan, 59. said tile only a1- 
ternaivc—higher taxes to pay 
for rising welfare costs—is the 
easy way out and temporary at 
best. 
In his prepared text Reagan 
said he would spell out the de­ 
tails of his plan and discuss the 
state's bleak fiscal outlook—in a 
mesagc to tile legislature Jan. 
12. SSate welfare spending now 
totals about $2 billion a year 
and nearly 2 million persons re­ 
ceive aid. 
The legislature also convenes 
today with Democrats taking 
control of both the Assembly 
ard the Senate—a fact that is 
certain to complicate Reagan’s 
plans for the welfare reform. In 
the outgoing legislature, Repub­ 
licans 
controlled both 
cham­ 
bers. 
Reagan’s 
second 
inaugural 
features an entertainment gala 
tonight starring Frank Sinatra, 
John Wayne. Jimmie Stew a it 
and Jack Benny. 
Welfare was the single issue 
Reagan discussed in detail in 
his inaugural remarks. 
“ Mandated 
by 
statute 
and 
federal regulation, welfare has 
proliferated and grown into a le­ 
viathan of unsupportable dimen­ 
sions,” the governor said. 
“ I shall propose restructuring 
welfare—to eliminate waste and 
the impropriety of subsidizing 
those whose greed is greater 
than their need The present 
Ccr fusion must be replaced with 
a program . . . that will maxi­ 
mize human dignity and salvage 
the destitute.”

Pierce, told in an interview of J 
bis duties while assigned to Ft. 
Carson, Colo. 
His statements 
were the latest in a series of dis­ 
closures by former agents con­ 
cerning the Army’s domestic in­ 
telligence-gathering activities. 
Pierce, now a civilian living 
near Boston, said the main ob­ 
ject of his surveillance ta Colo­ 
rado Springs, Colo., was Jerry 
Kvasnicka. 
“The lieutenant colonel who 
was the G2 (intelligence) at FL 
Carson said he thought Jerry 
Kvasnicka wag more dangerous 
to Gls at the fort than some of 
the more militant people be­ 
cause he would get Gls into his 
youth group and then would in­ 
doctrinate them with antiwar 
beliefs,” Pierce said. 
Pierce said he got to know 
Kvasnicka and others iii tile 
Young Adult Project as part of 
his undercover assignment ta 
the last six months of 1969. 
One of Kvasnicka’s friends. 
John Thomas, now a law stu­ 
dent at Georgetown University 
in 
Washington. 
remembers 
Pierce. 
“ I first met him at a Pres­ 
byterian 
Church 
meeting,” 
Thomas said. “ I knew he was a 
GI at Ft. Carson. He said he 
was a clerk shuffling papers.” 
Steve Salamon, who was on 
the Young Adult Project board 
of directors, also recalls Pierce. 
“He used to come to our 
board meetings. I knew him as 
a really interesting person . . . 
We did sometimes wonder about 
him because somehow he didn t 
really fit.” 


Pierce said he reported regu­ 
larly to his Army boss on the 
activities 
of the group 
and 
Kvasnicka. 
He said lie told his superior 
“ that this shouldn’t be done, 
that there was no justification. 
But he wanted me to continue 
there, h ouly as a listening 
post.”

Frustration, Accomplishments Marked 91st Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
91st Congress, its early accom­ 
plishments 
largely 
oversha­ 
dowed by frustrations of the 
post-election session, has passed 
into history, only 19 days before 
a new House arui Senate take 
over. 
Procrastination in the earlier 
months and refusal to gear its 
horsc-and-buggy machinery to 
the space age created a aes* 
sion-end 
impasse 
which 
long 
hours and long talk could not 
overcome. 
Adjournment came Saturday 
afternoon 
after 
the 
Senate 
agreed to a House-passed reso­ 


lution shifting the debate over 
the supersonic transport plane 
to the 92nd Congress. The com­ 
promise allows funding of the 
1,800-mile-an-hour 
plane 
and 
continues 
Transportation 
De­ 
partment 
spending 
through 
March 30. 
Some major bills lost ta the 
adjournment shuffle were vic­ 
tims of such Senate filibusters 
as those over the SSI and re­ 
strictions on the president s use 
of troops in Southeast Asia. One 
talkathon 
lasted 
almost two 
months. 
Adding to the crush allowed to 
pile up for the lameduek ses­ 
sion were long weekends and 
cngthy holiday recesses earlier 


in the year and a ooe-month 
summer vacation. 
The 
traditional 
four * day 
congressional Week just didn’t 
work. Although official records 
for the two-year session show an 
elapsed time of about 700 days, 
th: Senath worked coly 207 days 
and the house 164.

f’cm $30,900 to $42,500. 
Swept under the rug in the 
hasty 
adjournment 
cleanup 
were such major proposals as 
welfare reLrrn, a far-reaching

and 
payments, and proposed consi­ 
tutional 
amendments 
dealing 


with women’s rights and elec­ 
toral college reform. 
All of them except the Social 
Security bill had passed the 
House, only to die in the Senate. 
The Social Security bill died in 
conference. 
The 92nd Congress convening 
Jan. 21 with more than 50 new 
faces may revive some or all of 
them.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
More young people apparently 
are becoming aware of the need 
for a better education, accord­ 
ing to a year-end report issued 
by the Ohio Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
The report said the 143,780 stu­ 
dents who graduated from high 
sc/vool last June amounted to 81 
per cent of the number of chil­ 
dren who entered first grade 12 
years earlier. 
That was a 4 per cent increase 
in the holding power reflected 
in 1969 and 
the largest one- 
year hike in state history. 
The report, issued by Supt. 
Marin W. Essex, also cited im­ 
provements in the quality of edu­ 
cation being provided. 
It noted that 26,417 teachers 
with m aster’s degrees were em ­ 
ployed in 
Ohio 
schools 
last 
year, an increase of 2,119 over 
the previous year. 
The number of special educa­ 
tion classes for the handicap­ 
ped increased 469 to 4,816, and 
vocational 
educational 
enroll­ 
ment rose to 337,060.

By TOM SALADINO 
Associated Press Sports Writer 
Notre Dame’s convincing Cot­ 
ton Bowl triumph over Texas 
hurdled the Fighting Irish into

Orange Bowl victory. 
In an amazing turnabout on 
New Year’s Day, Notre Dame, 
upended top-ranked Texas 24*11 
while

.smashed No. 2 Ohio State 27-17 
in the Rose Bowl before third- 
rated Nebraska edged Louisiana 
State 17*12 in Miami. 
Tennessee, No. 4 ripped Air 
Force 34-13 in the Sugar Bowl as 
expected. 
Notre Dame, IM , avenged 
last year’s 21*7 defeat to the 
Longhorns in the Cotton Bowl 
while ending Texas’ winning 
string at 30 consecutive games.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Only 77 of 500 Cleveland Rec­ 
reation Department employes 
remained on the city payroll to­ 
day as all 26 city-owned rec­ 
reation halls were kept closed 
following an 80 per cent slash 
in the department’s annual bud­ 
get. 
The cuts were part of Mayor 
Carl B. Stokes* move to trim 
spending after voters turned 
a proposed city income tax in­ 
crease from one per cent to 
1.8 per cent. 
The department’s budget was 
cut from $5 million to $994,000, 
said John S. Nagy, recreation 
commissioner. 
Nagy said, “ Every bond issue 
for recreation to the last 30 
years was approved by voters 
until the two submitted in May 
and November last year.'* The 
city now has about $50 million 
in 
recreation 
buildings 
and 
equipment standing idle. 
The layoffs were announced 
Friday.

closed over the holidays. The 
reopening of the recreation fa­ 
cilities depends largely on the 
outcome of a special election 
Feb. 2 in which voters will be 
asked to increase the city in­ 
come tax to 1.6 per cent.

lt’s a 
practice for car 
owners to keep their gas tanks 
as full as possible during the 
winter months. The Columbus 
Auto Club —AAA says this will 
keep moisture, 
which would 
eventually 
form 
ice, 
from 
condensing in the gas line. 
Having plenty of gas on hand 
is also a comforting thought 
when caught in a bad weather 
traffic jam. 


To retain battery efficiency 
when starting your car on cold

Old-Time Cowhand, 99, 


Scoffs At Retirement Talk 


DANVILLE, Calif. (AP) - 
Jack Hart will be 99 this month, 
but the grizzled old cowhand 
scoffs at the idea it’s time to re­ 
tire. 
“I’ve been a cowboy all my 
life,” says Hart, still looking the 
part in a black rolled-brim hat, 
heavy coat, boots and the rest of 
the traditional gear. 
“I can still handle horses and 
I still ride some,” Hart said. He 
plops a trip to the Fort Worth, 
Tex., rodeo next month, al­ 
though he quit competing half a 
century ago. 
“I still make the rodeo circuit 
and sometimes I pick up a job 
taking care of the ropers’ or 
doggers horses—whoever pays 
the most money,” Hart said. 
“Right now. I’m kind of sitting 
on my duff.” 
Although his sight is fading a 
little, his hearing is still sharp. 
Hart, born in Indian territory 
to 1872, had the same birthplace 
as Will Rogers: Oolagah, Okla., 
but don’t ask him how to spell 
it. 
“Hell, I dunno,” says Hart, 
who figures he’ll be 99 on Jan. 
25. 
“ I went to work on a big 
ranch in Montana first,” he re­ 
lates. “I worked as general cow­ 
hand in my teens and I’ve driv­ 
en herds on both of the Chisholm 
and Santa Fe trails. I’ve been to 


Texas and Dodge City, and east 
to North Dakota. 
“I guess the biggest trail 
drive I was ever on had about 
3.000 head.” 
“Riding wagons without any 
cushions and sleeping on the 
ground in a tarp wasn’t too easy 
a life, though.” 
Hart began following the ro­ 
deo circuit, entering steer rop­ 
ing events to pick up prize mon­ 
ey.

I quit 
the rodeo about 1921.” 
Hart came to the San Francis­ 
co Bay area three years ago to 
attend the Grand National Live* 
stck Exposition and stayed.

Federal income tax tables 
now cover incomes up to $10,000 
for 
taxpayers 
who 
do 
not 
itemize 
deductions, 
Paul 
A. 
Schuster, IRS District Director 
for Southern Ohio, said today. 
In prior years, only taxpayers 
who did not itemize and had 
incomes 
under 
$5,000 
were 
required to use the tables. 
However, the Tax Reform Act 
of 1969 requires tax tables to 
cover incomes up to $10,000 of 
those not itemizing. 
The new tables reflect the 
increased exemption deduction 
of $625 (up from $600) and toe 
low-income allowance, Schuster 
said. 
P e r s o n s 
who 
itemize 
deducations or who have in­ 
comes 
of 
$10,000 
or 
more 
compute their own tax by using 
the tax rate schedules. 
Schuster 
alerted 
taxpayers 
who are filing estimated tax 
declarations for 1971 to use the 
tax tables for that year since 
p e r s o n a l and dependency 
exemptions are $650 instead of 
$625 
and 
the 
low-income 
allowance is limited to $1050.
